The hall 
1* reached by three flight* of stairs, and 
these from ten o'clock on were packed 
with delegate*, holder* of gallery ticket*, 
and a miscellaneous assortment of poli- 
tical rounder* who jostled and crushed 
and swore and created pandemonium 
generally. Many of the representatives of 
the press were competed to seek the rear 
entrance and perform 
some acrobatic 


feat* in order to reach the platform. 


About eleven o'clock four carriages, 


containing Mrs. Speaker Carlisle, Mrs. 
Senator Blackburn, Mrs. Henry Watter- 
•on, Mrs. Governor Hindman, Mrs. Gen- 
eral Buckner, and a dozen other ladles, 
all in elegant costumes, drove up to the 
main entrance, and were on the point of 
retreating before the crowd, when a half- 
dozen police managed to force a pathway 
to the hall. They were given seats iu the 
boxes and wer.e heartily applauded. 
State Senator Sain Hill, of Hartford, 


was elected temporary 
chairman. His 


address was devoted to State issues, but 
when he incidentally referred 
to Mr. 


Cleveland a* "the honest, fearless Presi- 
dent, who has discharged all tbe functions 
of his office with honesty and fidelity, and 
who will attain be intrusted with power," 
the hall rang with applause.

wisdom, tlili-llty and courage with which Qrovur 
Cleveland, President of the United States, has 
administered his high ofnce, and hereby tender 
to Him Its oorcltal asauraiicu of unfaltering con- 
fidence and suport." 


Tlio resolution was greeted with mod 


erate applause, In the midst of which 
Congressman 
Wm. 
Preston 
Taulbee 


mounted his chair nnd made an excited 
protest agalsst the consideration of the 
question involved until a permanent or- 
ganization had been effected. He hinted 
very strongly that numerous delegates 
had, by various devices, been kept out of 
the hall and their seats filled with people 
not entitled to admission, and amid loud 
cries of "Bit down I" and "Not" "No!" he 
indirectly charged that the ponvention 
had been packed in tbe Interest of the 
resolution. 


The cries increased in volume, and at 
the top of his voice the Congressman de- 
clared that he was speaking to a question 
of the highest privilege. The resolution 
meant an omnibus Indorsement of the 
President's course on the civil service, 
tho silver question and the Oes Molnes 
River bill, and its character required that 
it should be considered seriously and 
fully. 
Ur. McKeuzio retorted that In offering 


the resolution It was not his intention to 
endorse the Civil-Service policy for,thank 
God, 
it had been his privilege to vote 


against it. At the same time there was 
no use pottering about the matter, It was 
simply proposed to approve the hdnesty, 
integrity, fearlessness and courage of the 
administration, and nothing would be 
gained by antagonizing the general policy 
af the one man who was the most availa- 
ble material of the party for the neat Na- 
tional campaign. 


Mr. Taulbee replied, amid some signs 


of Impatience, that the resolution com- 
mitted the Democratic party of the State 
to a policy which the people who fur- 
nished the vote* would not indorse and 
would not stand.

Republican who had ever been placed be- 
fore the people, and that since America's 
first President, no more honest orbravei 
man had Blled tbe Executive Chair of th« 
United States.

Gri'V Smith of Indiana; and Waldrow 
Cowdrey, of the HassachusettsJState Cen- 
tral Democratic Committee, were the othei 
speakers. 


NIGHT BBS31OX. 


The convention reassembled at eight 


o'clock, but it was an hour later before 11 
got down to business by the election of 
Bpeaker Carlisle as permanent chairman 
He was escorted to the stand amidst in- 
tense enthusiasm, the vast audience ri» 
ing and cheering Itself hoarse. It had 
been given out yesterday that his speech 
would be in the nature of a National man- 
ifesto, but a change had evidently been 
made in the programme, for at the outset 
of his remarks he evoked a murmur ol

He repeated 
hi* wall-known views upon State rights 
and paternal government, wad declared- 
that there was so little difference between 
paternal government and mob govern- 
meat that It was hardly distingnUhable. 
Prolonged applause wa* evoked when 
be said with emphasis that tbe ad 
vance of the 
socialist*, 
communiste, 


anarchists and the advocates of kindred 
heresies should be resisted by the com- 
bined conservative forces of the country; 
that incendiaries imported from the hot- 
beds of Europe, should not be tolerated, 
and the secret revolutionary societies 
sbould be suppressed as contrary to the 
•pirlt of tbe free institutions of the coun- 
try. There were shouts of "Elaine" and 
"Sherman" and loud laughter when he 
remarked that tha Democratic party had 
one set of principles for all parts of the 
country, not one for Ohio, a different one 
for the Boutt), perhaps another for the 
Bast. 
In closing Mr. Carlisle paid a very brief 


tribute to President Cleveland and his ad- 
ministration, bearing testimony to its 
honesty, its integrity, its 
fearlessness 


and it* Impartiality, and closed amid ap- 
plause. 


.The reportof the committee on creden- 


tials gave rise to an exciting scene, which 
for a while threatened to break up the 
convention. The committee recommended 
the non-seating of a delegation from the 
Third legislative district, which included 
a son of W. B. Haideman, of the Couner- 
Jo'trnat, and other prominent citizens 
u tiose seats had been contested. Both 
sides were given a hearing, the feeling 
of the convention being decidedly in favor 
of the Haideman delegation. 


The call of the roll had been ordered on 


the adoption of the report, when Bel Mil- 
ler, a local ward politician, made an at- 
tack upon Charity Commissioner Barker, 
one of the contesting delegates. The two 
men clinched and fell over, and in an in- 
stant the convention was on its feet. The 
men struck at each other viciously, the 
crowd surged toward the stage and the 
ladies upon it and m the boxes tied to tho 
wings in alarm. Fortunately at this junc- 
ture some stalwart mountaineers inter- 
fered and separated the combatants, and 
with considerable difficulty order was 
restored. 
" The platform was presented shortly be- 
fore-midnight. It opens with the follow- 
ing eulogy of the President: 


We declare our confidence iu the integ 


rity ol conscientious devotion to duty of 
Qrover Cleveland, and congratulate tlie 
country and the party upon the accession 
of a

publican form of government, we demand 
the strictest measure of personal and par- 
ty responsibility, and are opposed to ttie 
substitution in room of this of life tenure, 
a civil pension list and all other appenda- 
ges of a bureaucratic system, foreign to 
the genius of our Institutions and people." 


The other resolutions declare in favor 


of honest money; sympathize with the 
people of Ireland and denounce coercion; 
view with alarm the growing tendency 
toward securing federal aid for privato 
enterprises; denounce the war tariff as a 
master-piece of injustice, inequality and 
false pretense, and demand its immediate 
reduction; approve the action of the last 
House of Representatives regarding the 
forfeiture of railroad lands; condemn the 
importation of contract labor and urge 
the enactment of laws for its suppression. 


Congressman Taulbee submitted a mi 


nority report, which simply recommended 
the striking out of that portion of th>3 
first resolution applauding the President 
for protecting tho treasury. He made a 
long and heated spoech in support of his 
recommendation, but the uproar and yells 
of "put him out," and "shut up," ren- 
dered his remarks inaudible, and the ma- 
jority report w.ia adopted. 


General Simon Boliviir Burknei- was 


nominated by acclamation for Governor 
John D. Harris, G. A. Holt and Senator 
Berry made speeches withdrawing from 
the contest in his favor. 


General Buckner was presented mid re- 


turned thanks for his nomination. Tha 
band played "Dixie," and the convention 
adjourned.
